The club，according to Wang， 
plans to conduct a Vigorous cam- 
paign for the endorsed candidates 
and to ensure that the bilingual 
requirements of the new Vvoting 
rights law are fully carried out by 
the_ City， The City thus far has 
agreed to provide Chinese and 
Spanish ballot information for the 
November 4 election，but only 
upon request of individual regis- 
tered voters.

NEW YORK 一 “The New York 
City Police are doing all they can 
to fight crime, but they can't do 进 
alone. Your community needs yOUL 
in the police department1” 

Under this sljogan are 68 citizen 
volunteers，45 of them Chinese， 
Who serve as auxiliary police in 
the Chinatown fifth police pre- 
cinct. Of the 68 volunteers, Six are 
women. Using their eyes and ears 
to spot crime,， they work to keep 
the comaimunity safe. 

“We only had 16 members when 
We started Six years ago said 
Captain 了 Pdward Leung and Dep- 
uty Inspector Shuck Seid of the 
Chinatown precinct.、 The latter is 


chief commander of the auxiliary 


policemen in Chinatown. 
CIVILIAN 

Auxiliary Police, Blockwatchers 
and Civilian Patrols are the three 
specific programs of civilian vol- 
unteers， However，the first one is 
the most successful in Chinatown， 
according to Leung and Seid.“We 
just have a few Blockwatchers; we 
don't have Civilian Patrol, said 
Leung: 

Auxiliary policemen are citizen 
volunteers who patrol their com- 
munities in Uniform，after recelivV- 
ing an intensive 10-wWeek, 40-hour 
training course :from the New 
York City Police Department: 
Auxiliary policemen patrol，on 
foot and in pairs，uUsing two-wWay 
radios and carrying nightsticks， 
approximately four hours a WeeK 
from 8 to 12 p.m 

“After 126-hour minimuna serV- 
ice，they can quit anytime they 
want said Coordinator Joe Mon- 
tefusco. 

During the first 40-hour training 
period, they are taught basic sejif- 
defense, technique for identifying 
criminals, andthe use of the night-

WASHINGTON 一 Chairman Mao 
and Premier Chou 了 En-lai are no 
longer “in active control of af- 
fairs” in Peking but President 
Ford can still expect a warm wel- 
come there later this year, accord- 
jing to Senator Jacob Javits. 

In an interview with UPI, Javits 
said Ford may meet in Peking 
with both Mao and Chou. But the 
Senator，who recently visited Ci- 
nawith a congressional delegation， 
said, “ITI got the feeling that Mao 


and Chou are no longer in active 


control of affairs.” 

“With the phasing out of the 
two leaders，which I think is very 
real，China is reverting to its past 
and turning inward. There is less 
chance of an outside adventure，” 
he added. 

He identified Wang 再 ung-wen， 
the 39-year-old leader from Shang- 
hai，as the man to watch in Pe- 
king. 

Wang now ranks third in the 
Communist Party hierarchy be- 


hind Mao and Chou. Some west- 


ern analysts _ believe that Wang 
may be more hard-line and less 
pragmatic than Premier Chou.

“There is no salary for the vol- 
unteer at all，except the $75 for 
the uniform,， said Montefusco. 

“We've tried ouUr best to do ouUr 
job to help the community， We 
have caught the smugglers and 
robbers. We also do public service 
for a better relationship between 
the pojlice _ department and the 
community.， Por instance，We Ve 
helped solve the language barrier 
problem by settinag up the Fifth 
Piecinct Receptionist Program. We 
also have a broadcast Programa 
called the “police show，” said 
Leung. 

The formetr service refers to a 
Chinese- 了 English translation serVice 
-一 consisting of a female recep- 


tionist，paid by the city，who ， 


Works 12 hours a day from noon 
to midnight in'the fifth Dolice pre- 
cinct to solve problems. 
BARRIER 

“The police department repre- 
sents the culture of the area, How- 
eVer，the language barrier is a big 
problem here in Chinatown:， Of 
the 64;,000 population in this 
area, 46,000 are Chinese.I would 
Say at least 20,000 of them dont 
speak English, said Montefusco. 

In order to help solve this prob- 
lem in Chinatown， Seid was offi- 
cially assigned on September 2 as 
assistant police chief by Captain 


John Eerriola，chief of the China-- 


town fifth police Precinct. 

The broadcast program refers to 
a Weekly police show on WEVD 
and Chung Wha radio station Sat- 
urday mornings. The purpose of 
these ptograms is to advise local 
residents how to be alert，and to 
remind them of common sense， 
according to Leung. 

Another successful program of 
civVilian volunteers in New York 
City is the Civilian TaxF Patrol. 
It is under the Civilian Patrol Dro- 
欠 am- 

“9o far，we have a total of 
3,000 cabs. They Keep an extra 
eye on anything of a _ criminal 
nature. By using two-way radios， 
they can keep _ contact with the 
Police department. They are not 
paid by the police department 
either; they make their living by 
being taxi drivers， said Monte- 
fusco. 

“Just a few taxil drivers are in- 
volved in this program in China- 
town，but they do_ help” said 
Leung. 和

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The first 
local agency geared specifically 
to handle problems of the South- 
east Asian refugees in San Fran- 
cisco has been opened in coopera- 
tion with 17 community organiza- 
tions. Because as many as 2500 
refugees are expected to settle in 
the Bay Area，the Center for 
Southeast Asian Refugee Re- 
settlement was established to 
assjst them in their transition to 
American life. 

Carole J. Lee，director of the 
center，sSimply describes the 
agency's function as “dealing 
with normal problems of immi- 
grants to a new country.” She ex- 
plains that the need for this par- 
ticular center arose because“the 
refugees were going to so many 
separate places and there was no 
coordination of services. ”Now， 
after two weeks in operation，she 
SayS people have been in the 
offices all day long continuously 
and predicts that“the job may 
becorme more than we Can 
handle.… 

STAFF 

The center's staff of eight in- 
cludes bilingual and bicultural 
Vietnamese and Cambodians . 
Three are caseworkers，two are 
program developers, and there is 
a job developer along with the 
director and secretary.

CUPERTINO，Calif . 一 De Anza 
College's Bilingual Center，a Pro- 
gram designed to extend the col- 
lege's educational serVices to the 
residents of Sunnyvale，has been 
awarded two federal grants total- 
ing $181,942 for the fall quarter.

Putting togetherthe center was 
such a quick series of events that 
no one really knows what Wi 
happen a year from now， The 
reports that the refugees will be 
moved to-Fort Chaffee in Arkan- 
sas from Camp Pendleton be- 
cause it's not fit for winter babi- 
tation suggest that after a year， 
there will no longer be a need for 
an agency that is geared for re- 
settlement assistance. As direc- 
tor facing working herself out of a 
job，Mrs. Lee admits that the 
number of refugees is limited，so 
concedes that the center could be 
merely a one-year affair.

Ifound each trip to be a 
most emotional experience. From 
each trip Ilearned much, not only 
about the new China，but also of 
the meaning of the aims of her 
SoOeiety. When I first came back-ip 
TI971,Igave atalk to an overflow- 
jing audience at Stony Brook: 工 
said: “New China is a remarkabie 
country 工 think, four years later， 
that is still my description of the 
New China. 

FUNDAMENTAL 

I found China to be a country 
which is at once the oldest of civi- 
lizations and the youngest of na- 
tions. She is a country confident， 
but without atrogance. Her people 
are hardworking,，but happy and 
cheerful. China is a country Where 
the man in the street is proud of 
the profound changes in the Chi- 
nese SoOciety, and is fully conscious 
of the new status of China in the 
wotld of nations.I found China to 
be a country where individual as- 
Birations are remarkably in. step 
with those of the whole society. 
But perhaps above all， underlying 
all of this, China is a country with 
a deep faith and a deep dedication 


to the fundamental worthiness of 


the simple, unsophisticated man. 

My visits had taken me to vari- 
ous parts of China but most were 
concentrated in 玫 wangtung,- 
Shanghai and Peking where there 
are many academies of science, in- 
stitutions and universities in which 
Ifound manyoldschoolmates and 
professors. Much of my ftime，es- 
pecially during the last visit，wWas 
devoted to scientific discussions 
with colleagues there. In fact， 工 
pad great satisfaction in having 
jointly written a paper，which is 
just published，with colleagues at 
Eur-tan University in Shanghai. 
Therefore，tonight 工 will discuss 
my impressions，concentrating oO 
Various aspects of scientific and 
technological development，inter- 
Woven with my impressions of 
other aspects of Chinese life . 

SELF-RELIANCE 

he first point 工 wish to discuss 
is the principle of self-reliance. 

This idea of seif-reliance “Was 
driven home to me very vividly in 
1973， when 工 entered China 
through Canton one afternoon. 
That morning 工 was in 百 ong 用 ong 
and a good friend of mine at the 
Chinese University of Hong 及 ong 
invited me to visit his laboratory. 
E was delighted to do that. When 


II went to his very adqvanced laser 
laboratory I found it housed in a 
new building，completely air-con- 
ditioned. I found the laboratory 
Very well equipped, and the large 
laser tube they Were using Was 8a 
Very expensive piece of equipment 
they had just bought. 也 Vidently， 
they were doing some very inter- 
esting Work . 

That afternoon in Canton, 工 was 
Visiting Chungshan University and 
I had the opportunity to _ visit its 
optics laboratory. It was in a large 
but _ old building， with several 
fioors devoted to laser research . 
了 he contrast between the laser 
laboratory and the one IT saw in 
Hong Kong was beyond descrip- 
tion. Instead of a very smooth and 
well-prepared tube, the tubes 
I found at Chungshan University 
were home-made. They represent- 
ed the pioneeting spirit in their 
exploration of this new technol- 
ogy. And that was not just con- 
fined to one single room. In all 
the laboratories TI_ visited on all 
floors doing laser research,， 站 Was 
the same.、You find wires hanging 
all ovet the place; youtfind a kind 
of _ excitement about the new 
methods. 

GRASP 

After I returned to my hotel, I 
reflected on 站 . It was then that 工 
feljtIunderstood something. China 
is a_ Very large _ country. China of 
course -can easily afford to buy 
enormous quantities of large laser 
tubes， But that would not help 
China to _ become a self-sustaining 
agricultural-industrial complex.TITo 
achieve that state for such a large 
number of peopble，China must 
learn not just to grasp onto for- 
eign ideas and foreign technology. 
China must understand the basis 
of how everything is domne. 

Of course，that produces some 
problems.， HE China buys .laser 
tubes from abroad, 让 Presumably 
would save time in Some peopleS 
judgment. However，from a com- 
posite judgment of the develop- 
ment,especially of industrial tech- 
nology，of the whole of China， 
Which is a Very large country,， 工 
think the Chinese pojicy of self- 
reliance is not only avery good 
one but perhaps the only possible 
one. And，iti is my opinion，this 
fundamental Principle will in a 


short time bear fruit. 

Another aspect of the principle 
of self-reliance was driven home 
to me in my first visit in 二 97 工 . 


.After 工 had visited my many 


friends and relatives in Shanghai， 
I began to look around and began 


to appreciate what kind of mis-- 


conceptions I had in the 1960s 
about the New China. After a 
couple of weeks, sitting down with 
a_ couple of friends，I said that 
China is a great country、It is a 


country with an admirable sDirit:

At the Advanced Level 

Ttpe primary schools: Outside of PTH，which was increasingly 
reading and composition oriented at this stage, no advanced classes in 
a foreign language Were observed, if indeed there are any in these 
lower grades. 

7 太 e mmiaale schoo1s: Generally, the comments directly above apply 
here, too. Here, however, the middle school students often may have 
had more time and places to practice their foreign languages, as they 
spend:a fair amount of their time in the factories, fields，or military， 
where they teach adults what they have learned in the classroom. 

Ta 妇 e Pi5Rper edGucatiomnal isitu 帮 os: There seems to be much co- 
oraimate bilingual activity going on, ji.e., the lecturing，conversing, and 
Writing activities may, at one segment of time，be in Chinese; at an- 
other segiment of timne，they may be in English or Tibetan. There is 
Very jlittle compouna bilingual activity，ie.，the mixing of two lan- 
guages at approximately the same time. The exception to this may be 
activities:that require translations. Coordinate bilingual activities were 


,possible only because the students had already attained a degree of 


bilingualism. 

Although there is more reading and writing done here than in the 
middle schools,“practical ”oral exercises seem to be the major stress. 
Composition in the classical style is downgraded. Its only practical use 
seems to be as a comparison and contrast of the oppressed past to the 
.liberated present.

This brief outline is by no means complete or static. Eurthermore， 
the combining of all three bilingualism directions under the categories 
of beginning, intermediate, and advamced tends, at times, to hide finer 
points of'difference that there may be in learning one language instead 
of another. Hopefully，however，this treatment affords more than a 
supetficial picture of classroom langauge-learning Pocesses. 

和 A_ perusal of this outline shows that the instructional processes Used 
to attain bilingualism are neither what is loosely termed as bilingUual 
education notr are'they strictly audio-lingual. In the beginning stages 
of learning a_ different language，some Use of the student's first lan- 
guage is only logical. Therefore，a_ degree of bilingual instructional 
Piocesses is present. Very early in the“game， also, dependence on 
the first language is lessened. The intermediate stages of learning 3 
second language seem to _ follow a modified form of audio-lingual 
methods，with the notable exception being that muech more stress is 
put'on phonoiogy and alittle more stress on Vocabulary. Of the ad- 
Vanced stages of learning a second language little is known，because 
the supposed methods include field and group practice，neither of 
Which were observed in detail by the American Linguistics Delega- 
tion. Classroom work- did，however, reveal that much coordinate bi- 
lingual activity is going on and that compound bilingual activities are 
usually limited to translating assignments. Again, it should be remem- 
bered that this situation was made possible primarily by the factthat
